Status of claims: 

Claims 2-37, 43-44, 61 are canceled. 
Claims 1, 38-42, 45-60, 62-68 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 38-42, 45-60, and 62-68 are pending and have been allowed. 

Reason for allowance: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter allowance: 

Independent claims 1 , 62 and 68 and their dependent claims 38-42, 45-60, and 63-67 
are allowed because the closes prior art references of US 5,924,082 (Silverman et aL), 
US 7,080,033 (Wilton et al.) and US 5,717,989 (Tozzoli) in any combination failed to 
teach or render obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art: 

an apparatus with computing device to apply both a host qualification test with 
respect to a market and third party qualification test to participants to determine the 
counterparties (with minimum required credit rankings) have sufficient credit rankings, 
defined in dependent claims, to trade with each others and prevent the party from

trading (placing orders) when the counterparty does not meet the minimum credit 
ranking required by the trading parties.
